"Discriminatory'' 
Practices By Three 
Registrars Charged 


WASHINGTON (UPU-The Jus­ 
tice Department Thursday sued 
for an injunction against Terrell 
County, Ga., voting registrars to 
bar them from allegedly keeping 
qualified Negroes from voting. 
It was the first suit brought by 
the department under the 1957 
Civil Rights Act which provided 
protection for the voting rights of 
Negroes in the South and others. 
Attorney General 
William P. 
Rogers announced that the suit 
was filed in federal court at Co­ 
lumbus, Ga., to end what he de­ 
scribed as “ discriminatory prac­ 
tices" of three election registrars 
and two deputy registrars in Ter­ 
rell County.

NEWPORT, R I. (AP) - The 
United States warned Red China 
Thursday this country will move 
in with “ timely and effective" 
military force—including possible 
bombing of the Red Chinese main­ 
land—if necessary to save the is­ 
lands essential to Formosa's de­ 
fense.

A foreign newsman returned to 
his post in Moscow after a holi­ 
day in his homeland. 
“How was the weather?” asked 
the waiter in his hotel. 
“ Better than here ” 
‘‘But we have a Sputnik.” the 
waiter said defensively. 
Sputniks were a great morale 
tonic for the Russian people, who 
often seem to display a colossal 
inferiority complex. 
They were also a pay-off in So­ 
viet emphasis on science. Seizing 
the world's imagination. Sputniks 
focussed attention on Soviet sci­ 
entific exploits and progress. 
The Soviets are secretive about 
what comes next on any razzle- 
dazzle scientific stage. It might he 
a shot for the moon, or the first 
manned flight into space. 
It s 
clear the 
Russians 
are 
working hard to make Moscow the 
science capital of the world, in 
name if not in actual fact. 
One step is inviting a parade of 
scientific international groups to 
meet in Moscow, and the invita­ 
tions have been accepted in the 
last few years. This summer, top 
scientists came for sessions of the 
International 
Geophysical 
Year 
and 
International 
Astronomical 
Union. 
Some scientists regard it as a 
clever move for propaganda. 
Moscow can tell the world: 
Look, the best scientists come 
here to confer with our scientists, 
because we are good. 
Moscow faces some problems in 
making the city a world science 
capita] to which visitors will con­ 
tinue to want to come. 


New Material 
Converts Heat 
Into Electricity 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Scien­ 
tists of the Westinghouse Electric 
Corp. have discovered a new tile- 
like material capable of convert­ 
ing heat directly into electricity, 
it was disclosed Wednesday. 
Westinghose officials said the de­ 
vice has no moving parts and is 
smaller and more compact than 
conventional electric generators 
and storage batteries. 
It was understood that Westing­ 
house plans to build a “ thermo­ 
electric” unit for use in future 
U.S. satellites. The company de­ 
clined to comment on this pros­ 
pect for security reasons. 
Because of its light weight, it 
will enable the radio in the m an­ 
made moons to transmit signals 
to earth for a longer period than 
the transm itters powered by heav­ 
ier storage batteries. 
Some scientists said the radio 
could last as long as six months 
The new process was disclosed 
by Westinghosse scientists to a 
technical symposium 
conducted 
here by the Navy. 
Officials said 
scientists 
had 
known for yerrs that heat could 
be converted directly into electri­ 
city. But the problem had been to 
find a substance capable of with­ 
standing high temperatures. 
The Westinghouse scientists said 
they found such a substance in the 
ceram ics family. They said it 
could be obtained as easily as the 
materials in a common dinner 
plate. 
Heat generated by conventional 
fuels or atomic energy is turned 
into direct current by simply pass­ 
ing through the material. There 
is no need for any moving parts 
such as those in a regular genera 
tor. 
The scientists cautioned that 
their research was still in its early 
stages. But they said thermoelec­ 
tric units should be available in 
the not too distant future. 
Westinghouse officials said that 
their new device would supple­ 
ment rather than replace con­ 
vention power plants.

How the President got him self 
in a predicam ent w'hich he as a 
general knew was to be av oided 
is a story with m any ram ifica­ 
tions.

The principal achiev em ent of propaganda, pu blic 
relations and adv ertising is to m ake a person believ e 
what somebody else w ants him to believ e. “ Nine ou t 
of ten,” shrieks a girl on telev ision and y ou are there­ 
fore su pposed to believ e that nine ou t of ten doctors 
prescribe a certain dru g for a headache. It is not tru e 
in the first place becau se the way the m edical profes­ 
sion is organized, doctors specialize and therefore no 
su ch ratio has any thing to do with headaches. F u rther­ 
m ore, my own doctor w arned me that as a cardiac 
patient if I took this or a rem edy of the sam e ingred­ 
ient, it wou ld do m e dam age. It m ight kill m e. 


It is the sam e in politics. In order to ju stify a 
bu dget and to continu e high tax es, the gov ernm ent 
propagandists took adv antage of the Spu tnik to 
scream that if we did not do something drastic, we 
wou ld be licked, .all ou r cities wou ld be wiped ou t, 
and mir popu lation destroy ed. Therefore the “ edu ­ 
cators” got into a tizzy by dem anding m ore schools 
and colleges to tu rn ou t m ore engineers and scien­ 
tists. ev en thou gh by su ch acu te speciiization the 
engineers, scientists and all others wou ld come ou t 
of colleges and u niv ersities ignorant, u nedu cated 
•peciaiists, siide-ru le pu shers who cou ld not think 
for them selv es. The principal task of all learning, 
after all, is to train the mind to think for itself. 


Then the free lancers for m agazines and news­ 
papers began to sell articles on how we are going to 
su rrender. Editors bou ght su ch article-s in the hope 
that people like to read abou t the worst. Of these 
articles, the m ost u nbeliev able and therefore the one 
that attracted m ost attention was by B rigadier Gen­ 
eral Thom as R. Phillips, U.S. Arm y (R etired). The 
dateline is Washington. Au gu st .5. Brigadier G eneral 
Phillips hai- had an interesting adm inistrativ e career 
in the Army , i.s the au thor or editor of a nu m ber of 
books and is the m ilitary analy st for the “ St. Lou is 
Post-D ispatch.” 
This particu lar article has the following headlines 
and su bheads, all bu nched together in the “ Congres- 
iional R ecord” in which I read it: 
“ Qu estion of When United States Shou ld Su rrender 
In All-Ou t Nu clear Attack Stu died for Pentagon — 
Scientists Are Proceeding on Assu mjkion Ru ssia Has 
Achiev ed, 
or 
Is 
Rapidly 
Gaining, 
Intercontinental 
M ilitary Su periority with M issiles.” 
The article deals m ainly with a book. “ Strategic 
Su rrender.” by Pau l Kecskem eti, pu blished by the 
Stanford Univ ersity P ress for the Rand Corporation 
which is an Air Force agency . Who Kecskem eti is. I 
cannot discov er in u su al works of reference. The 
B rigadier giv es no biographical sketch; neither does 
Senator Sy mington who calls attention to the article. 
Senator Sy mington said that he called attention to 
the otherw ise obscu re article and book for the follow­ 
ing reason; 
" . . . the article has prom pted considerable cor­ 
respondence from distu rbed constitu ents who asked 
w hether the article has any basis of tru th. They w ant 
to know whether it is a fact that the United Stales is 
in m ortal danger, as G eneral Gav in stated, according 
to an article which w as pu blished last week in Life 
m agazine. They want to know w hether General Phil­ 
lips is correct when he say s: 


The United States will be in m ortal danger 
u ntil bom bers, fast enou gh to lim it the effectiv e­ 
ness of hostile air defenses, and thou sands of in­ 
tercontinental m issiles are ready to respond to the 
opponent, who has tru m ped ou r ace by ju mping 
ov er the phase of intercontinental w arfare repre­ 
sented by long-range bombers as a m eans of de- 
liv ery .’ ” 


The phrase, “ m ortal danger.” is a m ost seriou s 
ene and cannot be u sed lightly . I hav e read General 
Jam es M. G av in’s book. “ W ar and Peace in the Space 
Age.” and cam e aw ay from it distu rbed bu t withou t 
any feeling that we a re in “ m ortal danger.” In fact 
my own reaction was that as long as G eneral Gav in 
cou ld w rite su ch a book for general circu lation and 
state his criticism s in freedom , we are not in “ m ortal 
danger.” Adm iral Hy man Rickov er does it better I 
think: he criticizes bu t stay s on the job as long as he 
will be perm itted to stay on the job and do a m an’s 
work. 


There is no u se m inimizing the peril of hav ing 
su ch an enemy as Sov iet Ru ssia, bu t it is really dan- 
gerou s to shriek “ m ortal danger,” to get a bu dget 
throu gh Congres.s. There ou ght to be a m ore m atu re 
way of getting things done.

WASHINGTON - No m ore con­ 
v incing proof of the intent of 
Congress that the F ederal Gov ­ 
ernm ent shou ld nev er interfere 
with the operation of the pu blic 
schools by the states is needed 
that the langu age u sed in the 
"enabling acts" which, respec­ 
tiv ely , created a t least ten states 
of the u nion. 
R esearch by this correspondent 
rev eals that the identical words 
of a brief section in the law 
passed by congress in Ju ly , giv ­ 
ing statehood to Alaska, are to 
be fou nd also in the statu tes 
that gav e statehood to New Mex ­ 
ico. Arizona, Idaho, Sou th Da­ 
kota, M ontana, W ashington, Utah. 
Wy oming and Oklahoma. 
One reason probably why the 
clau se — which say s that the 
pu blic schools and colleges “ shall 
forev er rem ain u nder the ex clu ­ 
siv e control of the .state, or its 
gov ernm ental 
su bdiv isions” — 
attracted little attention when in­ 
serted in the law creating Alas­ 
ka, was that this langu age was 
copied from the “ enabling acts” 
oi the other states. The im port­ 
ant difference today , howev er, 
i.s that when ev ery one of the 
states that preceded Alaska into 
the u nion was adm itted, there 
was no qu estion in 
any body ’s 
mind abou t the fact that the pu b­ 
lic schools w ere 
“ forev er” to 
rem ain “ u nder the ex clu siv e con­ 
trol” of those states. 
No decision 
of the 
Su prem e 
Cou rt u psetting slate control had 
been handed down prior to 195 4. 
Now. fou r y ears later, federal 
ju dges, as in Virginia, are ac­ 
tu ally ex am ining the applications 
of stu dents seeking adm ission to 
pu blic schools and scru tinizing 
their qu alifications to determ ine 
w hether a school board has dis­ 
crim inated against a Negro ap­ 
plicant. Certainly it w as not as­ 
su m ed heretofore that the pu b­ 
lic .schools of any states wou ld 
ev er be su bject to control by the 
federal ju diciary or by the m ili­ 
tary forces of the Federal Gov ­ 
ernm ent. Ju st a y ear ago, for in-

stance, federal troops w ere sta ­ 
tioned inside C entral High School 
at Little Rock. A rkansas, to m ain­ 
tain discipline. 
Ev en the Su prem e Cou rt of 
the United States has become a 
su per-school board these day s, 
as testim ony abou t the m isbe­ 
hav ior of stu dents and the influ ­ 
ence of their parents in the home 
and the state of pu blic sentim ent 
is being rev iew ed this week to 
determ ine w hether there is reas­ 
on to delay tem porarily the en- 
tia nce of negro 
stu dents 
into

at

Rock. 
Certainly the grant by the F ed­ 
eral Gov ernm ent of au thority to 
at least ten states to m aintain 
“ex clu siv e control” of their own 
pu blic schools, em phasizes that 
powers hav e 
apparently 
been 
delegated to som e states which 
other states are not perm itted to 
enjoy . May the Congress itself 
discrim inate 
between 
states? 
Mu st it not respect ev entu ally the 
rights of all states to m aintain 
“ ex clu siv e control” of their pu b­ 


lic schools as a power “ reserv ed” 
to them u nder the tenth am end­ 
m ent of the constitu tion‘s 
None of the states which en­ 
joy s im m u nity from Federal in­ 
terference u nder an 
“ enabling 
a c t” needs to pass or inv oke any 
segregation laws now, for to do so 
m ight be held to v iolate the fou r­ 
teenth 
am endm ent as the Su ­ 
prem e Cou rt has constru ed it. 
Bu t if, in the norm al cou rse of 
school operation, pu pils are as­ 
signed to one school instead of 
another by cou nty or city school 
boards, it wou ld be a m anifest 
interference 
by 
the 
Su prem e 
Cou rt or any Federal Cou rt to 
say that the words "e.x clu siv e 
control” do not m ean w hat they 
say and that this phrase now is 
am ended by the 19.54 decision of 
the Su prem e 
Cou rt.

Almost all the states that hav e 
the im m u nity clau se in their “en­ 
abling ac ts” do not hav e segre­ 
gation problem s. The only ex ­ 
ception is Oklahom a, which has 
m aintained segregated schools in 
the past and lately has been in­ 
trodu cing “ integration” in som e 
school districts. 
The S tate of Oklahom a can, of 
cou rse, today choose to ignore

“ ex clu siv e control”

the 46 th state in 1907, or it can

.son of being pro-Commu nist, be­ 
cau se he had ham stru ng Chiang. 
There w ere v ociferou s dem ands 
that Chiang be u nleashed.

Eisenhow er flew to K orea, and 
en rou te his plane stopped to 
refu el at Iwo Jim a. 
D u ring that 
hou r Eisenhow er stretched

T hat hou r com pletely 
rev ersed the policy of the United 
States in the O rient and placed

% New Techniques 
Of Education 


With the reopening of schools for the cur­ 
rent term, parents and pupils alike are experi­ 
encing many new techniques of instruction in the 
U. S. Many school boards, determined not to ex­ 
perience another year like so many in recent 
memory, with over-crowded classrooms, insuffi­ 
cient top quality instructors and mounting costs 
at every turn, have initiated various systems of 
teaching modifications which—they hope—will 
solve at least some of the problems. 
Traditional concepts of teaching may be dis­ 
appearing as reluctantly but as surely as the 
little red school house. One program alone— 
financed by a $350,000 grant from the Ford 
Foundation—has undertaken 26 different experi­ 
mental projects in teaching, six of them carried 
forward from last year. 
One which is well under way and has re­ 
ceived broad attention in educational circles is 
at Newton, Mass. There, the size of classes is 
regulated according to subject material. For 
those subjects which can best be covered with 
lectures or by audio-visual means, classes are 
large, averaging 90 to 225 pupils. For technical 
•ubjects which require recitation or individual 
teacher guidance, classes are as small as 8 to 12 
pupils. 
For the larger classes teacher teams are 
Used; that is. an instructor with several assistants 
to help supervise and arrange the instruction. 
Under this system it is contended the pupil re­ 
ceives individual guidance where it is needed 
and relieves unneeded teachers for work else­ 
where. Use of classroom assistants was also found 
to allow larger classes where individual instruc­ 
tion could be eliminated. 
From these and other experiments undoubt­ 
edly many good ideas will emerge on the techni­ 
ques of instruction.

Further­ 
more. my own doctor warned me that as a cardiac 
patient if I took thus or a remedy of the same ingred­ 
ient. it would do m e damage. It might kill me. 


It is the same in politics. In order to justify a 
budget and to continue high taxes, the government 
propagandists took advantage of the Sputnik to 
acream that if we did not do something drastic, we 
would be licked, all our cities would be wiped out. 
and our population destroyed. Therefore the “edu­ 
cators" got into a tiny by demanding mere schools 
and colleges to turn out more engineers and scien­ 
tists. even though by such acute specilization the 
engineers, scientists and all others would come out 
of colleges and universities ignorant, uneducated 
specialists, siide-ruie pushers who could not think 
for themselves. The principal task of all learning. 
after all. is to train the mind to think for itself. 


Then the free lancers for magazines and news­ 
papers began to sell articles on how we are going to 
surrender. Editors bought such articles in the hope 
that people like to read about the worst. Of these 
articles, the most unbelievable and therefore the one 
that attracted most attention was by Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Thomas R. Phillips, U.S. Army < Retired >. The 
dateline is Washington. August 5. Brigadier General 
Phillips ha- had an interesting administrative career 
In the Army, is the author or editor of a number of 
books and is the military analyst for the “St. Louis

This particular article has the following headlines 
and subheads, all hunched together in the “Congres­ 
sional Record" in which I read it: 
“Question of When United States Should Surrender 
in All-Out Nuclear Attack Studied for Pentagon — 
Scientists Are Proceeding on Assumption Russia Has 
Achieved, or Is 
Rapidly Gaining, 
Intercontinental 
Military Superiority with Missiles " 
The article deals mainly with a book, “Strategic 
Surrender." by Paul Kecskemeti, published by the 
Stanford University Press for the Rand Corporation 
which is an Air Force agency. Who Kecskemeti is. I 
cannot discover in usual works of reference. The 
Brigadier gives no biographical sketch; neither does 
Senator Symington who calls attention to the article. 
Senator Symington said that he called attention to 
the otherwise obscure article and book for the follow­ 
ing reason: 
“ . . . the article has prompted considerable cor­ 
respondence from disturbed constituents who asked 
whether the article has any basis of truth. They want 
to know whether it is a fact that the United States is 
in mortal danger, as General Gavin stated, according 
to an article which was published last week in Life 
magazine. They want to know whether General Phil­ 
lips is correct when he says; 


The I nited States will be in mortal danger 
until bombers, fast enough to limit the effective­ 
ness of hostile air defenses, and thousands of in­ 
tercontinental missiles are ready to respond to the 
opponent, who has trumped our ace by jumping 
over the phase of intercontinental warfare repre­ 
sented by long-range bombers as a means of de­ 
livery.’ " 


The phrase, “ mortal danger." is a most serious 
one and cannot be used lightly. I have read General 
Jam es M. Gavin s book. “ War and Peace in the Space 
Age, 
and came away from it disturbed but without 
*ny feeling that we are in “mortal danger." In fact. 
my own reaction was that as long as General Gavin 
could write such a book for general circulation and 
state his criticisms in freedom, we are not in “ mortal 
danger. * Admiral Hyman Rickover does it better. I 
think; he criticizes but stays on the job as long as he 
w ill be permitted to stay on the job and do a man s 
work. 
There is no use minimizing the peril of having 
such an enemy as Soviet Russia, but it is really dan- 
Serous to shriek “ mortal danger." to get a budget 
through Congress. There ought to be a more mature 
way of getting things done.

have forgotten it, but it was For­ 
mosa which broke up the bi­ 
partisan foreign policy which had

Ten States "Control" Their Public Schools 


WASHINGTON - No more con­ 
vincing proof of the intent of 
Congress that the Federal Gov­ 
ernment should never interfere 
with the operation of the public 
schools by the states is needed 
that the language used in the 
“enabling acts" which, respec­ 
tively. created at least ten states 
of the union. 
Research by this correspondent 
reveals that the identical words 
of a brief section in the law 
passed by congress in July, giv­ 
ing statehood to Alaska, are to 
be found also in the statutes 
that gave statehood to New Mex­ 
ico. Arizona. Idaho, South Da­ 
kota. Montana, Washington, Utah, 
Wyoming and Oklahoma. 
One reason probably why the 
clause — which says that the 
public schools and colleges "shall 
forever remain under the exclu­ 
sive control of the state, or its 
governmental 
subdivisions" — 
attracted little attention when in­ 
serted in the law creating Alas­ 
ka. was that this language was 
copied from the “enabling acts" 
of the other states. The import­ 
ant difference today, however, 
is that when every one of the 
states that preceded Alaska into 
the union was admitted, there 
was no question in anybody's 
mind about the fact that the pub­ 
lic schools were “forever" to 
remain "under the exclusive con­ 
trol” of those states. 
No decision 
of the 
Supreme 
Court upsetting state control had 
been handed down prior to 1954. 
Now, four years later, federal 
judges, as in Virginia, are ac­ 
tually examining the applications 
of students seeking admission to 
public schools and scrutinizing 
their qualifications to determine 
whether a school board has dis­ 
criminated against a Negro ap­ 
plicant. Certainly it was not as­ 
sumed heretofore that the pub­ 
lic schools of any states would 
ever be subject to control by the 
federal judiciary or by the mili­ 
tary forces of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment. Just a year ago. for in-

stance, federal troops were sta­ 
tioned inside Central High School 
at Little Rock. Arkansas, to main­ 
tain discipline. 
Even the Supreme Court of 
the United States has become a 
super-school board these days, 
as testimony about the misbe­ 
havior of students and the influ­ 
ence of their parents in the home 
and the state of public sentiment 
is being reviewed this week to 
determine whether there is reas­

None of the states which en­ 
joys immunity from Federal in­ 
terference under an “enabling 
act" needs to pass or invoke any 
segregation laws now, for to do so 
might be held to violate the four­ 
teenth amendment as the Su­ 
preme Court has construed it. 
But if. in the normal course of 
school operation, pupils are as­ 
signed to one school instead of 
another by county or city school 
hoards, it would be a manifest 
interference 
by 
the 
Supreme 
Court or any Federal Court to 
say that the words “exclusive 
control" do not mean what they 
say and that this phrase now is 
amended by the 1954 decision of 
the Supreme Court. 
The fact 
that Congress only two months 
ago still used the phrase, “under 
the 
exclusive 
control 
of 
the 
state, or its governmental sub­ 
divisions," can be taken to mean 
that Congress felt the Supreme 
Court s ruling of 1954 did not ap-

ply to acts of Congress confirm­ 
ing the complete power of a 
stale over its own public schools. 
Almost all the states that have 
the immunity clause in their “en­ 
abling acts” do not have segre­ 
gation problems. The only ex­ 
ception is Oklahoma, which has 
maintained segregated schools in 
the past and lately has been in­ 
troducing “ integration" in some 
school districts. 
The State of Oklahoma can, of 
course, today choose to ignore 
the “exclusive control” clause 
granted when it was admitted as 
the 46th state in 1907, or it can 
test 
the 
effectiveness 
of 
the 
pledge given to it by the Federal 
Government. To make such a test 
now, it would not be necessary to 
invoke any state law but simply, 
by the routine operation of a 
school board, to assign pupils to 
certain schools in whatever way 
the local authorities stipulated. 
Negro applicants could then bring 
suit, 
and 
the Supreme 
Court 
would have to decide whether a 
solemn pledge given by the Con­ 
gress to a sovereign state can be 
repudiated by the Federal judi­ 
ciary. If this can be done, then 
no provision 
of 
the “enabling 
act” of any state is safe from 
legal attack, and hosts of suits 
hitherto decided and involving 
the disposal of property, especial­ 
ly public lands, can be reopen­ 
ed and set aside whenever the 
whim of the Federal judiciary 
may so decide. 
Plainly. Congress, wihch re­ 
cently has been studying whe­ 
ther to amend 
the 
“appellate 
jurisdiction" 
of 
the 
Supreme 
Court of the United States, may 
find it necessary to take away 
from 
the 
Federal 
courts 
the 
right to pass on the validity of 
certain sections of the “enabling 
acts" under which states have 
been admitted to the union. The 
Constitution 
specifically grants 
to Congress the power to limit 
by law the “appellate jurisdic­ 
tion" of the Federal courts.

Money in the form of campaign 
funds was 
plentifully siphoned 
into 
the 
elections 
of 
various 
Senators. Usually it didn't show 
up in the list of campaign con­ 
tributions. 
But sometimes tell­ 
tale clues appeared, such as the 
trip of Louey Kung, nephew of 
China Kai-shek, to the Ambassa­ 
dor Hotel in Los Angeles during 
the 
Nixon 
campaign 
for 
the 
Senate in 1950 when witnesses 
saw him hand over a large roll 
of cash to help Nixon defeat Con­ 
gresswoman 
H e l e n 
Gahagan 
Douglas. 
There was also Senator Mc­ 
Carthy's affiliation with the China 
lobby, which he never denied 
while alive; and the friendship 
between Senator Bridges of New 
Hampshire and the Soong-Kung 
dynasty. 
Dr. T. V. Soong and 
Dr. H. H. Kung, both brothers­ 
inlaw of Chiang Kai-shek, and 
among the wealthiest men lh the 
world, have directed the opera­ 
tion of the China lobby. 
They 
have 
hired 
lobbyists, 
retained 
lawyers, offered bountiful gifts 
to newspapermen to pound home 
to the American people the idea 
that Chiang Kai-shek could re­ 
take the Chinese mainland if suf­ 
ficient 
American 
dollars 
were 
funneled to Formosa. 
For a long time the American 
people believed this. 
And in 
speech after speech on the Senate 
floor certain Senators, who knew 
better, helped to keep alive this 
myth. 
The potent, generous influence 
of this lobby was one of the main 
reasons why the Republican party 
found itself pushed into picking 
Formosa as the issue on which 
to break the bipartisan foreign 
policy. 
Dynamir Dong 
Another reason was the per­ 
suasive, dynamic personality of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, then 


commander in Tokyo, who told 
visiting delegations of American 
Senators that American troops 
must take over Formosa and hold 
it in the nam e of its former con­ 
queror, Japan. 
MacArthur even went so far as 
to put a special plane at the 
disposal of Republican Senators 
Ferguson of Michigan and Smith 
of New Jersey so they could fly 
to Formosa after the State De­ 
partment had refused air trans­ 
portation. 
Leashing Chiang Kai-Shek 
Acheson argued that it might 
even be necessary to have Ameri­ 
can naval forces around Formosa 
to protect Chiang Kai-shek from 
Chinese Red attack. 
Gen. Om ar 
Bradley, then Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, hacked him 
up. 
and Truman adopted this 
policy. 
The U. S. Seventh Fle«t 
was kept in Formosa waters to 
make sure that no operations 
started between the Nationalist 
and Communist Chinese which 
might 
eventually 
involve 
the 
USA. 
In the presidential campaign 
of 1952, this became one of the 
chief political targets of Repub­ 
lican orators. 
The Truman ad­ 
ministration. it was charged, was 
preventing Chiang Kai-shek from 
retaking the Chinese mainland. 
Some even accused Dean Ache­ 
son of being pro-Communist. be­ 
cause he had hamstrung Chiang. 
There were vociferous demands 
that Chiang be unleashed. 
After 
the 
election. 
General 
Eisenhower flew to Korea, and 
en route his plane stopped to 
refuel at Iwo Jim a. 
During that 
hour Eisenhower stretched his 
legs in a walk with Adm, Arthur 
Radford. 
That hour completely 
reversed the policy of the United 
States in the Orient and placed 
the new President in exactly the 
opposite 
position 
to what 
his 
judgment as a military man had 
previously dictated. It also placed 
the United States in the em ­ 
barrassing predicament we find 
ourselves today.
